With .25 el na inch of rain fall­ 
ing here in the 24 hours ending at 
7 a. in. today and indications favor­ 
able to one of the best rains of 
this season, residents 
of 
Orange 
county today were looking forward 
to the development of the next 24 
hours in anticipation of a precipi­ 
tation that would mean millions of 
dollars to the farming interests of 
tho county. 
Rains of the part week, including 
those of the past 24 hours, added 
.46 of aa inch to tho reason, the 
total for 
which 
today was 7.03 
inches. 
This is less than half the 
amount of moisture credited here 
to this date last season. 
The record 
for this date in the 1921-22 season 
was 16.50 inches. 
According to a statem ent that a 
farm er made here the rains of the 
present 
storm 
have been of im ­ 
m ense value to growing barley and 
in many instances wilt revive grain 
th at had nearly succumbed to the 
drouth. 
Beets Benefited. 
Growing beets have been bene­ 
fited. 
The storm s will be of no 
value to bean growers unless the 
precipitation amounts to 
two 
or 
more 
Inches. 
P ast 
records 
are 
against this amount being precipi­ 
tated in April, however. 
According to 
records 
gathered 
for the past 24 hours, Jacobs ranch, 
near Orange county park 
on 
the 
Irvine ranch, received 
the 
most 
general attention from Jupiter Plu- 
vius. 
The Irvine company report­ 
ed .60 of an inch at th at station, 
m aking a total for the season of 
11.33 inches.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Finan­ 
cial relief for farm ers is provided 
in the new agricultural credits act 
which the secretary of agriculture, 
H enry C. Wallace, says soon will 
be functioning. 
W allace, In des­ 
cribing the new act, says: 
1 
“On the last day It was in ses­ 
sion congress enacted the agricul­ 
tural credits act. 
This act is de­ 
signed to give the farm er the sort 
of credit he needs to produce effi­ 
ciently and m arket In all orderly 
way the products of the farm. 
Needed Fifty Year*. 
‘I t is an effort by congress to 
meet a need which has been felt 
for at least fifty years. 
The act 
may not be perfect. 
Experience 
may show the need of am endm ents 
from time to time. 
“But It furnishes the basis for 
a system of. Interm ediate 
credit 
adapted 
to 
farm conditions and 
farm needs. 
Also It should bring 
about a reduction in the interest 
which farm ers pay for money bor­ 
rowed. 
"The act is 
divided 
into 
two" 
parts. 
In the first It provides gov­ 
ernm ent 
agencies 
for 
handling 
agricultural loans. 
In th e. second 
It authorizes the organization of 
private agencies under governm ent 
supervision for making loans or 
livestock 
security 
and 
on 
farm 
commodities on the way to m ar­ 
ket. 
Will Use Land Banks. 
‘T h e government loan activities 
will be carried on In connection 
w ith the federal land banks. 
At 
the present time the country is di­ 
vided into twelve districts, in each 
of which there Is a federal land 
bank that makes 
land 
mortgage 
loans. 
These twelve banks are di­ 
rected by a central federal farm 
loan bureau In W ashington. 
"In connection with each of these 
land banks there is to be estab­ 
lished an Intermediate credit bank, 
located In the same city with the 
land bank and under the supervi­ 
sion of the officers and directors 
of the land bank. The federal gov­ 
ernm ent supplies each of these in­ 
term ediate 
credit 
banks with a 
capital of riot to exceed $5,000,000. 
"These Interm ediate credit banka 
are authorized to discount farm ers' 
notes which have benn taken by 
banks ah?! other financial Institu­ 
tions, and then 
can 
carry 
such 
notes for a term of six months to 
three years. 
The banks may also 
loan direct to farm ers’ co-operative 
associations under conditions aet 
forth in the act. 
Can Sell Debentures. 
"These Interm ediate credit banks 
may Issue debentures which 
will 
have hack of them the farm.*—1*

The Idea is that these debentures 
may be sold to people who wish a 
sate investment. 
"They are exempt from taxation, 
just as are the bonds Issued by 
the federal land banks. 
The In­ 
terest charged by the Intermediate 
credit bqnks may not exceed by 
more than I per cent the interest 
paid on the debentures Issued, and 
the farm er who borrows must not 
be charged an interest rate of more 
than 1^4 per cent above the inter­ 
est charged by the Interm ediate 
credit hank. 
Must OII Machinery. 
"No doubt some time will be re­ 
quired to get this machinery in 
smooth working order. 
It will be 
Just like building up a new busi­ 
ness. 
It should not be very long, 
however, before the benefits will 
be apparent and the farm er will 
find that he can borrow needed 
capital for a period up to three 
years without having to pay an 
unduly high interest rate, without 
having to renew his notes every 
ninety days or six months, and 
w ithout being In danger of having 
to sacrifice his crops or livestock 
because 
of

flurry. 
Private Companies. 
“The second division of the act 
authorizes the organization, under 
a federal charter, of national agri­ 
cultural credit corporations, these 
to be organized by private capital. 
They will be under the supervision 
of the comptroller of the currency, 
Just as are other national banking 
Institutions. 
"They m ust have a capital stock 
of at least $250,000. 
They must Is­ 
sue collateral tru st debentures up 
to ten tim es their capital and sur­ 
plus. 
Such corporations will prob­ 
ably be organized in the western 
states where the livestock indus­ 
try Is Im portant and where cattle 
loan companies now are in opera­ 
tion. 
“In addition to the provisions of 
the act designed to furnish the 
farm or much-needed Interm ediate 
credit, certain changes have been 
made In the law under which the 
federal land banks operate and In 
the federal reserve act. 
"Provision for the establishm ent 


+ * the so-called perm anent organ­ 


ization of the twelve federal land 
banks Is made by providing that 
three out of the seven directors for 
each bank are to be elected by the 
borrowers from the bank, while 
three are to be appointed by the 
federal farm 
loan 
bureau. 
The 
seventh director, who will be the 
president of the board, 
will 
be 
chosen from the three persons who 
have received the highest nomina­ 
tion vote for this position by the 
borrowers of stockholders in the 
bank. 
Loan’s Bize Increased. 
"H ereafter, the maximum amount 
which might be loaned to any in­ 
dividual by the federal land banks 
has been $10,000. * This has been 
increased to $25,000. Also the pur­ 
pose for which mortgage loans may 
be made has been broadened to in­ 
clude the repaym ent of any ex­ 
isting Indebtedness. 
“The 
federal 
reserve 
act 
la 
amended by broadening the defini­ 
tion of w hat Is called agricultural 
paper, making it Include the grad­ 
ing and processing of agricultural 
products by cooperative m arketing 
associations.

All lectures 
are held in their native tongues. 
There is also a section where lec­ 
tures are being held In Yiddish. 
The course in this university is 
three years. 
Every 
six 
months 
there is an 
examination. 
The 
students are in most cases dele­ 
gated by their parties from home, 
or they are refugees living in Rus­ 
sia. 
The them es taught 
there are: 
Physics, chemistry,

sci­ 
ence, political and economic geog­ 
raphy, political economy historical 
m aterialism , literature and world j 
history. 
The age of the students runs be-1 
tw een 13 and 35 years. They are 
chiefly workmen who during

posal of the "Ceka.” Part of these 
students 
are delegated into

The E ast university is controlled 
by the “B arcom naz,’ or commis­ 
sariats for the national minorities.

speak.

April 6.—Bent on in­ 
creasing domestic water facilities 
at Olive, a special committee, ap­ 
pointed at the quarterly meeting 
of the Olive Improvement aasocla- 
tion last night, today waa prepar­ 
ing to launch an Investigation of 
probable costs for making exten­ 
sive improvements to the aasocia- 
ion’s water system, now furnish­ 
ing Olive residents with domestic 
water.

LO* ANGELES, April 6.—"The 
cost of living today is about 
60 
per dent higher than It was In 
1916,” was a statement in a report 
made to the county civil service 
commission today, by F. E. Doty, 
its secretary, who has Just 
com­ 
pleted an exhaustive survey of the 
salary situation in the county ser- 
vice as compared with that in pri­ 
vate concerns. 
“Our present salary rates prob­ 
ably average about 60 per cent 
higher, or less, than In IOU," was 


another conclusion reached by Sec­ 
retary Doty in his report. 
He referred in his report to salar­ 
ies in the county service and add­ 
ed 
that the . salaries paid were 
equal to or a little in excess of 
the pay in private employment. 
His 
conclusions 
were

largely on a questionnaire sent to 
large numbers of private employ­ 
ers relative to salaries paid in dif­

of more than 14,000 workers, The 
average wake for all those report­ 
ed on was fixed at $127.49 a month.

hopped excitedly about. “Tell me,”

Criqui

It was a small 
affair of four rounds, 
but Criqui 
was victorious and a grateful man­ 
ager bestowed upon him the sum 
of 16 francs. 
Criqui blew in his 
winnings on the gang and straight­ 
way became a popular idol.

bouts and has won all but eight of 
them. 
The official record of his battles 
does not Include the late European 
conflict in which 
Criqui encount­ 
ered a bullet which tore away the 
lower part of his jaw, disrupted 19 
of his tee»h, cruelly lacerated his 
tongue and 
finally 
emerged 
tri­ 
umphantly at the back of his neck. 
French surgeons pottered around 
with him, took out a piece of one 
of his ribs and used it 
to 
make 
Criqui a new jaw. Then they made 
him a new set of teeth. 
But for 
two years and more Criqui lay in 
the hospital, speechless and w ith­ 
out hope. 
E nter Monsieur Eudeline. “Cour­ 
age, 
boy, 
courage,” 
whispered 
Monsieur Eudeline. who had al­

do. 
Criqui 
took 
courage and staged the comeback 
which made him champion of Eu­ 
rope. 
Sleep is 
the

item in Criqui’s daily routine. 
He 
sleps from eight to IO hours 
and 
takes a short nap during the day. 
For breakfast he 
has 
“cafe 
au 
lait,” cup of coffee. 
For luncheon 
and supper he has many, 
many 
vegetables and much 
red 
meat. 
Chicken he does not like, it has 
“too many bones.” For an hour or 
so each afternoon he plays belotte 
with hts trainer or sparring 
part­ 
ners. 
But it is for recreation, not 
gain. There w-as a time before the 
war, 
of 
course—Criqui 
leaned 
back in his chair and smiled pleas­ 
antly at the recollection. 
Criqui is slight, as befits a feath­ 
erweight champion. 
His 
hair 
is 
slicked back into a 
neat 
pompa­ 
dour. 
When I saw him he wore a I 
soft shirt, a dark blue.suit w ith a: 
tiny stripe running through it and J 
very pointed 
soft 
brown 
shoes. 
In sooth, a modest, well-mannered, 
young man. 
And has he much chance at the 
world 
championship? 
Ah,

I. Because we cannot convey 
our thoughts so well, so conveni­ 
ently, In any other way we

the medium of language. There­ 
fore w« are too much inclined to 
limit God to this method of com­ 
municating 
hts 
mind 
to 
man. 
W hether with 
words or without 
them. God enabled Abram to 
nn- 
derstand his will. 
Abram 
knew 
that God had spoken to him. 
In 
this he coaid 
not be 
mistaken. 
And "by faith Abraham, when he 
was called, obeyed." 
Very probably somewhere in the 
ages since 
“Jehovah 
said 
unto 
Abram'’ men have lost the ability 
to receive Instructions direct from 
God, much aa anim als lose their 
IniU iiil 
by belue 
douiealtcaied. 
Tho-m agnitude of 
such 
a 
loss 
cannot he computed 
And all be­ 
cause of sin. 
Where then there was that well­ 
developed ‘ sixth sense," lf 
such 
it might be called, there la 
now 
a kind of blind groping. 
W here 
now we say we have an im pres­ 
sion, a feeling, a conviction, 
In 
that iong-Ago probably men 
said, 
“God la speaking to me." 
Mazon 
has left

record:

"Get thee out of thy rountrv, 
and from thy kindred, and from 
thy father's house, unto the land 
that I will show thee Bo Abram 
went, as Jehovah had spoken unto 
him."—va. I, 4. Abram wa* a real 
argonaut. His was the good for­ 
tune to find the Golden Fleece.

ham 's chief asset was non-tnxahle.

Friendship with God. This is the 
secret of a successful life. Who­ 
ever so live# as to deserve to be 
known aa God s friend cannot fall. 
"I will bless th ae, aud make thy 
name 
Treat"—▼. 3. 
W hen 
God 
makes a man’s name great It Is 
not an empty greatness. T here is 
no man today honored by so many 
millions as Abraham. Jew , Chria 
tian and MobammodoU silk# 
es­ 
teems him. And the secret of this 
widespread renown is the fact that 
he believed God and acted in ac­ 
cord with belief in an age which 
required, in order to do this, a 
heroism 
that wa* 
absolute and 
constant. 
Four centuria# had passed away 
ainee the Flood, and the 
human 
race seemed 
verging 
again 
on 
th* brink of those horrible 
and 
unnatural crime* which had neces­ 
sitated it* 
almost total destruc­ 
tion. It was evident that some ex­ 
pedient must be speedily adopted 
to arrest the progress of moral

If you are a source of 
blessing to other people, they will 
bless you. Abraham wa* not per­ 
fect. Maybe he could hardly

They believe that the city manager form of gov­ 
ernment will save them tax money, increase 
property values, and will generally and specif­ 
ically be of value to the city and its people.

"The City Manager—a New Profession” is the title of one of 
the several books that has come out dealing with the new muni­ 
cipal order. 
The men who are making this thing go in a profes­ 
sional spirit, measure their achievem ent by the service* they have 
rendered the city. 
When after two years* service. Charles Nagle, city m anager 
of W heeling, W. Va., died in office, his fellow clty-m anagers In 
the bulletin of their association, significantly wrote of him under 
the caption: 
‘‘An Obituary of Achievement." 
W hat was it these city m anagers were proud to say of their 
colleague? 
He had faced an empty treasury and unpaid account* of nearly 
$36,000. 
City-owned utilities were hi bad shape and equipm ent 
impaired 
Under Mr. Nagle’s adm inistration, the wages of all 
city employes were raised, yet with a saving (through combination 
of offices) of $12,000. 
The city was provided with a complete 
new motor fire apparatus. 
The red light district was wiped out 
and gambling stopped. 
New gas and electric contracts were entered into, caving the 
city $80,000 yearly. 
The local traction company was persuaded 
to pay one-half the coat of two new bridges. 
The garbage problem was settled by the establishm ent of a 
"piggery.” saving $50,000 (the cost of an Incinerator) and sev­ 
eral thousand dollars of yearly expense. 
From the county $125,000 which had been held against court 
decision was recovered. 
Action was taken which secured from the Telephone Co. $28,- 
500 cash, 50 free telephones and use of the company’s poles— 
net gain: 
about $110,000. 
Thousands of dollars in carfares w ere saved to the residents 
of Wheeling and surrounding tow ns by proving to the Public 
Service Commiseion that the traction companies had overvalued 
their properties. 
A thorough Investigation was m ade of the w ater supply, which 
resulted In plans for a mechanical filtration system. 
Finally, the manager saved the governm ent Itself to the city 
by fighting a political “ripper bill” to combine the office of m ayor 
and city m anager and make the chief of police elective. 
His record in Wheeling would soon have made him a marked 
man and other cities would have been bidding for his services. Or 
eiae such cities might have advertised in the engineering journals 
(as many of them have been doing) for a man of his qualifications 
and he would have had something very substantial to point to as 
evidence of his fitness for advancem ent to the m anagership of a 
bigger city. 
The rapid spread of the city m anager plan will m ake new 
opportunities for hundreds of men of Mr. Nagle’s type in the next 
few years.

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It is an ambitious itinerary which wiil certainly 


Shall the United States become a member of the 
perm anent Court cf International Justioe? This bids 
fair to become a prominent issue in the 1924 Presi­ 
dential campaign, Just as, in 1920, entrance of the 
United States into the League of Nations was a 
prominent issue. 
President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes are strongly committed to the World Court, 
and favor entry of this country into this tribunal. 
But whether or not the Republican party, In 1924, 
will declare for this, rem ains to be determined. 
It may be observed, in a general way. that Ameri­ 
ca’s foreign relations have become a fruitful source 
of political difference in this country. In some form 
and measure, foreign policies will figure prom inent-1 
ly, without doubt, in the national canvass next year. 
It Is altogether fitting that policies, or proposed 
policies, involving this nation’s relations with other 
countries, should be discussed exhaustively, in Con­ 
gress, and among the people. 
It would be regret­ 
table, however, to make these questions distinctively 
political, to be used, In each successive campaign, 
to stir up prejudices and to Invoke bitter feeling 
toward certain foreign countries. 
These 
Issues 
should be weighed and considered on their intrinsic 
m erits, and not become mere political shibboleths.

after the age of four or five.

whooping 
cough 
occur 
under 
three years of age. 
He urges 
well directed effort toward keep­ 
ing the young child from expos­ 
ure to contagious 
disease. 


Mt. Vernon Estate 


Mount Vernon contained 
10,000 
acres, about 15 square miles. 
It 
was divided into farm s of conven­ 
ient size which wert: under the 
personal supervision of W ashing­ 
ton. In 1787 lie had 500 acres In 
grass; sowed 600 acres of oats, 700 
acres of wheat, as much more 
in 
corn, barley, potatoes, beans, peas, 
etc., and 50 acres in turnips. His 
stock consisted of 140 horses, 112 
cows, 235 working 
oxen, 
heifers 
and steers and 500 sheep. In 1786 
he slaughtered 150 hogs for the 
use of his family nnd provisions 
for his negroes.
